Of course you will be well rewarded if you 
use a bit of bone meal or compost, and water as needed. 
Leave them undisturbed for several years if you want the 
best performance. 


Daylilies may be planted during spring, summer and 
fall. If planted in the fall be sure to plant early enough for 
roots to become well established before a freeze.
